Then Red 
Cross workers began issuing ap 
peals for volunteers, by phone, by 
word of mouth, and by appealing 
to factories. With a few hours to go 
they had met but half the quota.

Approximately 50 unsign 
ed volunteers rushed in, were sign- 
ed up, and gave their blood.

A bill abolishing township school 


trustees, passed this week by the 
state senate, was greeted with 
favor here today by the president 
of the local three-member trustee 
board. 


Acrording to John Roe, who with 


Cal Tyler and Harry Hintz com- 
pose the board, the measure is the 
"sensible long-range view" to be 
taken. 


"Our 
work now merely is 


duplicating action that could be 
handled by boards of education," 
Roe said.

Under the present system, the 


trustees hold title to school real 
estate and apportion stale aid 
funds to the school district within 
the township. 


Roe's view is that there is no 


point in continuing to maintain 
the township school trustees when 
those functions could be handled 
equally as xvell by boards of edu- 
cation. 


The senate action also would 


abolish the post of township school 
treasurer. This measure was seen 
as'a resultant act ot eliminating 
trustees, since the treasurers cur- 
rently are appointed by the trus- 
tees. 


The township trustees serve 


v ithout pay. However, the town- 
ship school treasurers are paid a 
salary determined by the trus- 
tees. 


The loral treasurer, Vernon 


Tnnnant, is paid, SI.200 a year.

With the trustees gone, appoint- 


ment of treasurers will have to 
come from elsewhere. Now, ac- 
cording to the bill passed by the 
senate, n treasurer woulr! be ap- 
pointed by each board of educa- 
tion. However, districts of less 
than 1.000 persons would turn their 
icoouuts over to treasurers of 
iei'*hboring or overlapping school 
Jislrirl.s. 


The bill would eliminate these

Stratton 
with the task of drafting a substi- 
tute proposal, said a round of con- 
ferences Wednesday night and ear- 
y today failed to yield necessary 
agreements and that notfiing more 
will be done. 


The legislature hopes for final 


adjournment on Saturday. 


The. senate-approved proposal on 


rourt reform backed by Stratton 
was crushed in the house Wednes- 
day, falling 30 votes shy of the 102 
required to put it to a final deci- 
sion by the people at the 1954 gen- 
eral election. 


At the governor's request, Drach 


m mediately set to work on a Inst- 
ditch. watered-down version of ju- 
dicial revision that would meet 
powerful opposition currents in the 
house. 


In his draft, Drach abandoned 


altogether the controversial provi- 
sions on selection of judges, and 
others as well, but still ran into 
strong objections. 


"At this stage, we had to have 


complete unanimity of the princi- 
pal legislative leaders," he said.

SPRINGFIELD, III. I.TI-A bill !0 shove the minimum pay for down- 


state firemen up by nearly 100 per cent stood a chance of llth hour 
approval in the Illinois house today. 


It won 27 to 12 passage in the 


senate Wednesday despite argu- 
ments that it was one of a aeries 
which will bankrupt some cities 
which are strapped for income. 


Proponents of the measures say 


communities can raise the funds 
needed by vising revenue measures 
passed by the current legislature. 


Like the policemen's minimum 


pay bill, which has been sent to the 
governor, it would fix pay floors 
in three brackets: $300 a month in 
citi«.« of between IO.Of/0 and 25.000 
population; 1325 in those of 25,000 


to 75.000 and $350 in the larger 
communities. 


Present pay minimums are $1SO 


in cities under 25.000. and $175 in 
the bigger municipalities. 


At passage stage in the senate 


was another measure which would 
cut the work week for firemen in 
communities between 12,000 and 
200,000 population to 56 hours a 
week. The firemen's work week 
bill has passed the house.

Central Front.

Far Easf chief told newsmen on 
his arrival in Seoul that a split 
between South Korea and Its al- 
lies now would mean victory 
only for Ihe Communists.

carried a secret, urgent mes- 
sage for Rhee.

at 7:30 p. m. Thursday (COT).

Another 3,000 Chinese struck on 


the East Central Front where a 
Red drive last week pushed a 
bulge two miles deep in the Al- 
lied lines. 


The Chinese poured in through 


the darkness and struck the little 
Mori-Kelly Hill sector. 


This broke a three-week lull on 


that vital sector of the Western 
Front. Not since last month when 
the Chinese won several positions 
near the truce town of Paninun- 
jom had the Communists hit the 
Western Front with anything more 
than assaults in company size. 


The Chinese apparently are still 


throwing the big attacks at South 
Korea's Army. South Korea vio- 
lently opposes an armistice and 
Communist correspondents nt Pan- 
munjom have said the Red at- 
tacks were to "teach the South 
Koreans a lesson." 


The Kighth Army reported the 


Red attack in the East-Central 
Sector of the front came south of 
lapitol Hill, which the Reds seiz- 
ed in last week's drive.

about 9:30 p. m. Wednesday. 


While the search was going on, 


city and county police were check- 
ing reports that the "mystery 
man" 
alighted from a Chicago- 


bound Greyhound bus about the 
time of the incident, walked to a 
point 30 feet from the south shore 
and leaped into the river. The 
river is six feet deep at that point. 


Pa*«enger Missing 


Adding to the theory that the 


"mystery man" was a bus passen- 
ger was the fact that the bus 
driver said 
that 
a 
man who 


boarded his bus at Atlantic, la., 
was missing after the bus" stop in 
Dixon. The missing passenger left 
behind a suit coat and a locked 
typewriter case. 
Sheriff Charles 


Redebaugh said the articles pro- 
vided no clues to the man's iden- 
tity. 


First report of the apparent sui- 


cide leap came from Leo Miller, 
of the Miller auto agency here. 
He was driving across the bridge 
from 
the north, saw the 
man 


mount the railing and jump. He 
went immediately to police head- 
quarters and returned with Offi- 
cers Robert McCoy and A, R. 
WHson. 


Miller said he and the police •of- 


ficers thought they saw the body 
floating toward the Peoria avenue 
bridge. 


They went to the Peoria avenue 


bridge where they were able to 
focus a flashlight on the "body." 
There were other witnesses who 
said they saw "the body" floating 
under the Peoria avenue bridge. 
Among them was James Schwit- 


ters, 15, of 31J 
Sixth st., Dixon, 
who told a Tele- 
g r a p h reporter 
that he saw "the 
body."

search west of the Peoria avenue 
bridge. 
They patmled the river 


and shoreline into the morning 
hours in the belief that the missing 
man might be found caught on a 
snag or a bar in the river. The 
scaich pioved fruitless. 


Meanwhile hundreds of bystand- 


ers had gathered along the river 
banks to witness the operations. 


j Kire department spotlights were 
used to illuminate the rescue scene. 


Meanwhile Police Chief Frank

Presbyterians Moving 
Towards Church Unity 


NEW YORK-Wi-Church unity 


moves, afoot today in tlie ranks o'f 
a dozen Protestant denominations, 
have blossomed into a working 
plan for American Presbyterians. 


If the plan succeeds, it will be 


the biggest sealing or a historic- 
church split since Northern and 
Southern Methodists set the prece- 
dent by joining forces in J939. 


"We're all hopeful," said John A. 


Mackay, president 
of 
Princeton 


Theological Seminary and modera- 
tor of the Presbyterian church in 
church in the U. S. A. (Northern;. 


But Dr, William C. Robinson of 


th« Presbyterian 
church in the 


U. S. (Southern) and professor at 
Columbia Theological 
Seminary, 


Dccatur, Ga., said 40 per cent of 
Southern Presbyterian leaders op- 
pose the present plan. 


Predicts Merger 


However, the Rev. Frank W. 


Pi'if-o of Richmond. Va., modera- 


tor of the Southern church, pre- 
dicted the merger plan will win 
out. despite strong opposition. 


Steps already taken by the two 


bodies, as well as a third branch, 
the 
United v Presbyterians, 
have 


brought them to tlie forefront of 
a wide, variform movement to 
heal rifts In divided Protestantism. 


During the last 30 days, the 


three Presbyterian bodies project- 
ed a uierger which would unite 
them into a single body, called 
"the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States," with a member- 
ship totaling 3'i million. 


Annual general assemblies of the 


three branches, within the last few 
weeks, voted unanimously to sub- 
mit the 397-page merger plan to 
local presbyteries and churches for 
a year's preliminary study. 


List Objection* 


But objections by some South- 


erners include: 


That the Northern church per- 


mits too much liberty by Its min- 
isters 
in theological 
interpreta- 


tions, and some are not orthodox 
enough. 


That the s m a l l e r Southern 


church 
about 700,000 
members 


would be "swallowed up" and 
dominated by the larger Northern 
church (about 2>i million mem- 
bers). 


Ironically, there have been no 


indications thnt racial segregation 
would be a major issue. It was 
the slavery question that caused 
the original split in 1861. 


Dr. Robinson, considered by both 


North and South as one of the 
more moderate opponents of the 
plan, predicted that unless it is 
altered, it ultimately would be de- 
feated when put to vote by local 
presbyteries.

Freeman was the definite historian of the Confederacy. 


He spent 19 years researching and writing his four-volume 
biography of'Robert E. Lee and then another eight telling 
the story of Lee's commanders in a three-volume work. 


For the Lee biography he got the Pulitzer Prize. Sol- 


diers the world over gave his second project the highest ac- 
colade; they considered it indispensable reading for any mili- 
tary strategist.

When he died he had completed five of a proposed six 


volumes on what was generally recognized as the key biogra- 
phy of George Washington. He also was planning a master 
history of World War II military operations. That he did not 
live to undertake this, or finish his Washington, is the world's 
loss. 


Yet it was not the remarkably authentic product of his 


typewriter that alone made Freeman a memorable figure. 
It was the way he worked. His dedication to the task was 
complete. 


For many, many years he subjected himself to the un- 


conventional rigors of a daily schedule that began at 2:30 
a. m. In the dark hours of the morning he did the pains- 
taking labor that the world now celebrates.

Until 1949. an important part of his gruelling day was 


taken up with the editorship of the Richmond News-Leader. 
His daily appearance at the office was a clock the doorman 
could set his watch by. "Time alone is irreplaceable: waste 
it not," was a motto he liked. 


Freeman believed any man could achieve nearly any goal 


he set for himself if he were willing to pay the price of self- 
denial involved. His own life gave stirring support to the 
belief. He endured the stiffest imaginable disciplines to at- 
tain the highest goals in his chosen field.

tered for days. Maybe they sneak down to their offices on 
weekends to try to become what the lawmakers are hollering 
at them for not being. 


They are so busy reporting on the public business they 
have little time to conduct it. 


Possibly what we need is two secretaries for every de- 


partment, one to run the place and the other to present the 
department's case before congress. 


The latter ought to have office space near the Hill. Their 


equipment could include mobile file cabinets, station wagon 
warmed up and ready at the office entrance, a map-and- 
chart team complete with pointers and easel, special long-life 
briefcases, and a medic standing by with throat lozenges, 
aspirin and a Thermos of distilled water. 


These officials might merit extra compensation, like a 


pilot's flight pay.

Government Moves to Aid 
Cattlemen in Drouth Zone 


WASHINGTON I/Pi— The govern- 


ment moved on two fronts today 
to determine whether there is need 
for emergency measures to help 
diought-affected Southwestern cat- 
tlemen maintain their beef herds. 


High temperatures and a per- 


sistent drought have dried up pas- 
tures and 
ranges. As A conse- 


quence, many farmers are without 
feed. They say prices of shipped- 
in feeds are too high in relation to 
cattle prices. They contend that, 
unless help of some kind is provid- 
ed, they will be forced to dump 
cattle on markets. 


The house agriculture committee 


was scheduled to take up the prob- 
lem at a meeting today. Members 
planned to discuss whether there 
is need for emergency legislation. 


Simultaneously, Agriculture de- 


partment officials completed plans 
for a special conference Friday 
with representatives of the live- 
stock and meat retailing industries 
and of farm credit agencies. Pur- 
pose of the meeting is to get ideas 
on what private and governmental 
agencies should do. 


Some of the measures suggested 


include offer of emergency feed 
supplies at cut-rate prices, expan- 
sion of emergency credit facilities, 
an emergency livestock slaughter 
program with the government buy- 
ing beef for relief use at home and 
abroad, and financial aid for af- 
fected farmers shipping cattle to 
areas where there is grass. 


A decision on government action 


is not expected before Secretary 
of Agriculture Benson returns next 
Monday from a drought inspection 
tour in Texas.

They developed inner 
tensions. Seemingly lulled by Rus- 
sia's sweet-talk and Russia's fail 
HIP to make another aggressive 
move, the Western Allies have 
slowed down their rearmament. 


Some 
differences, such as in 


dealing with Russia, have begun 
to appear. They began to display 
a great weariness of war. 


As for the Chinese, while they 


lost hundreds of thousands of men, 
they used the war, with Russia's 
help to build an impressive mili- 
tary machine which cannot but 
frighten their Asian neighbors. 


The Russians stepped up their 


own arms pioduction, found the 
war a testing ground for weapons, 
and at the same time lost some 
ground: 


Western Euiope, which looked 


like a pushover anytime Russia 
wanted to move before Korea, is 
no longer a pushover, or at least 
as quick a pushover.

cooks. They are proud of their 
potatoes and know how to enjoy 
them in a variety of ways. 


Baked Stuffed Meat Koll 
(Yield—(i to 8 servings) 


One pound potatoes, 3 table- 


spoons melted butter, V/2 teaspoons 
salt, 
IB teaspoon celery salt, 2 


eggs, 1 tablespoon minced parsley, 
J/a pound chopped raw veal, 1 
pound chopped raw pork, 14 cup 
minced onion, '& teaspoon pepper, 
J,s teaspoon rosemary, Ji cup cat- 
sup, 
U cup quick-cooking rice 


cereal. 


Peel and cook potatoes. Drain 


well and mash. Add butter, % tea- 
spoon salt and the celery salt. Beat 
and add one of the eggs. Add pars- 
ley and whip lightly until smooth- 
ly mixed. Cool slightly. 


Place chopped veal and pork in 


mixing bowl. Add remaining egg, 
the onion, remaining 1 teaspoon 
salt, pepper, rosemary, catsup and 


rice cereal. Mix well. 


Pat out in even layer on sheet 


of waxed paper, about 8x12 inches. 
Spread potato mixture over meat 
to within */a inch of the edges. 
Roll up like jelly roll. Place on 
greased shallow baking dish. Bake 
in moderately hot oven (375 de- 
grees F.) until meat is thoroughly 
done, about one hour. 


Serve cut in slices, accompanied 


by a mushroom cream sauce, or 
a creamed vegetable.

Federal Reserve Eases Money 
Policy to Aid IL S. Treasury 


WASHINGTON 
The federal 


reserve board has suddenly eased 
Us tight money policy in a move it 
said will help the treasury meet 
huge borrowing needs without cut- 
ting into the nation's prosperity. 


The board a n n o u n c e d late 


Wednesday it was lowering the 
amount of reserves its member 
banks are required to keep. The 
action was expected to increase 
bank lending power by about 55, 
780,000,000." 


A treasury spokesman said the 


treasury estimates it will have to 
borrow between five and six billion 
dollars in the next three months, 
and will announce next week how 
it will do so. 


Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 


phrey said in a statement the fed- 
eral reserve board acted after 
"full consultation" with the treas- 
ury. 


The board's action concerned the 


percentage of demand deposits, 
such as checking accounts, which 
member banks must deposit as a 
reserve with the federal reserve 
system. 


Deposits which the federal re- 


serve requires banks to hand over 
to it can neither be loaned nor 
invested, so the percentage of re- 
quired 
reserves 
regulates 
the 


amount banks can lend. When the 
federal reserve lowers reserve re- 
quirements, as at present, lending 
power is increased.
